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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-51 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches the system and method for monitoring lithography lasers at 
at least one integrated circuit fabrication plant comprising the plurality of lasers each being 
configured for use as illumination sources in the integrated circuit lithography process, the 
terminal server associated with each one of the plurality of lasers, the central fabrication plant 
server unit in communication through the local area network with each of the plurality of lasers 
through the respective terminal server, the central fabrication plant unit being programmed to 
acquire data from each of the lasers and to store at least portions of the data in raw form and/or 
summary form, and the second server unit providing communication through the communication 
network between the central fabrication plant server unit and computers utilized by persons 
having access authorization to the information stored by the central fabrication plant server unit 
as claimed in independent claims 1,15 and 29.
